“(II) in the absence of the infor-
mation described in subclause (I), to
become eligible for medical assistance
under any State Medicaid plan under
title XIX of the Social Security Act
(42 U.S.C. 1396 et seq.) or any waiv-
er of such a plan, ehgible for child
health assistance under any State
child health plan established under
title XXI of the Social Security Act
(42 U.S.C. 1397aa et seq.) or any
waiver of such a plan, eligible for the
premium assistance tax credit author-

1zed under section 36B of the Internal
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Revenue Code of 1986, eligible for the

supplemental nutrition assistance pro-
oeram established under the Food and
Nutrition Act of 2008 (7 U.S.C. 2011
et seq.), eligible for assistance or ben-
efits under a State temporary assist-
ance for needy families program fund-
ed under part A of title IV of the So-
cial Security Act (42 U.S.C. 601 et
seq.), or eligible for supplemental se-
curity income benefits under title XVI
of the Social Security Act (42 U.S.C.
1381).”.
